"Sitting out on summer evenings" 13

This.-is.a custom not to be conclemn- 


-ed, but to be. eucouragecl under favor- 
able circumstances. .From.a social as 
well as a health. point of view it is 
desirable whan, tlie, necessary preca"ti- 
tions are taken—viz: 


First.—Protect yourself, .if in a ma- 


larial' district, by keeping the system 
well toned up through proper exercise 
and nutritious' food, thus fortifying 
yourself outwardly and inwardly. Dis- 
ease is not-an attack, but a summing 
up. Keep nil of the vital-organs up to 
the proper standard of activity, anil 
they will 'do excellent sentinel duty 
and will not allow', the enemy to .en- 
croach upon you.. Mai-aria (bad air) is 
more or less, prevalent everywhere, but 
all bad air is not . miasmatic.. 
All 


things considered, outdoor air is- pref- 
erable to indoor air on hot summer 
nights. '•' •

Sec\ond.—Avoid a .draft, if overheated. 
'Third.—Sit under cover, if possible, 


if there is. much dampness in the air. 
Remember that electricity is UCe, and 
that we .do not get it from the: earth, 
but the earth takes it from.us; there- 
fore keep your., feet from the' wet 
boards, or. the wet grass in order that 
the vitality of j'oiir body be not reduc- 
ed by. the dampness conductiu'g .the 
electricity from your body. Even the 
dampness of the clothing is not desir- 
able and should by all .means be avoid- 
ed, as it also reduces the vital force. 
Sitting under cover, unless the damp- 
ness is very penetrating, will not a/feet 
unpleasantly one who is in fairly good 
health.
